PERRIS—Sister Maura Feely, who was 
named last week by Bishop Phillip F. 
Straling as Vicar for Religious Women for 
the diocese of San Bernardino, will 
assume her duties on Sept. 1. 


The appointment was made on the 
recommendation of the sister deans.of the 
diocese, who selected her from among 
nominees cof sisters from throughout 
Riverside and San Bernardino counties. 


SISTER FEELY has been active in the 
two-county area for 20 years. Currently 
she is vice principal for St. James School 
in this rural com- 
munity and she 
teaches math and 
religion to the sev- 
- enth and eighth 
grades. In. addition, 
she teaches scrip- | 
ture and theology to 
an adult prayer 
group. 


Bishop Straling 
said of Sister Feely, 
“She’s been in the 
area a long, long 
time. | was impressed by the acceptance 
of her by sisters. She will be the voice for 
the sisters who comprise a variety of 
lifestyles and ministries.” 

Last November, when other diocesan 
appointments were announced, Bishop 
Straling said the person appointed to the 
vicars job would be “one of my key 
representatives.” Naming a woman to the 
position has become more and more 
prevalent in recent years. 


DEVELOPMENT of a positive image for 
women.in ministry and in commitments to 
Christian service will be one of.

Sister Feely commented™~on various

topics related to women: 


—On religious life: “| have grave doubts 
that the old style convent life is for the 
future. With Changes in ministries, more 
women religious are in apartments or 
smaller households. Regimentation and 
over-structuring of religious life often in 
the past did away with commitment. Every 
large household needs rules, but not 
domination by superiors.” 


—On outside involvement: “We have to 
‘be more in tune with what is going on in 
the world in order to relate to those we are 
serving; otherwise, this (the convent) 
becomes our world. | agree with Pope John 
Paul that we must be in the world, but not 
wordly.” 


—On women priests: “It's not something 
| want for myself, but | see no reason, if 
someone truly has the call, why she 
shouldn’t be encouraged. But real 


dialogue with the hierarchy is five to ten- 


years away.” 


—On the women’s movement: a have 
two feelings. They are right, in a way, that 
women have-been held back in the 
church. But | don’t agree that women have 
not been in on decision making. Behind 
the scenes, women have been responsible 
for tremendous decisions. But the women 
have always been smart enough to let the 
men think the decisions came from 
them.” 


SISTER FEELY will attend the 13th

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Do we really hear or are 
_we deaf to word of God? 
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Are retreats becoming 
more popular than ever? 
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‘Sexuality misunderstood 
aspect of young adult life’ 


COLORADO SPRINGS, Colo. (NC)— 
Sexuality is one of the most important and 
misunderstood aspects of the lives of 
young adults today, yet the church has 
failed to provide much guidance in this 
area and is losing many young adults 
because of it. 


That opinion was shared by many young 
Catholic adults who attended.a seminar on 
the subject of sexuality at El Pomar 
Renewal Center, Colorado Springs. 


The seminar was the third in a series of 
six regional meetings being held around 
the country sponsored by the Department 
of Education of the U.S. Catholic 
Conference. 


AUGUSTINIAN Father Patrick O’Neill, 
director of Campus and Young Adult 
Ministry- for the USCC Department of 
Education, said that the regional seminars 
were being held because “the whole area 
of sexuality is the most crucial question 
that many young adult Catholics have 
today.” 


He described a young adult as someone 
between the ages of 18. and 40. More than 
one-half of the approximately 70 million 
Americans in this category are unmarried, 
he said. 


One of the speakers, Dan DiDomizio, 
professor of theology at Marian College, 
Milwaukee, described sexuality as 
intimate contact between two persons. 


“SEXUALITY 4S$<not sex; it ts* not 
intercourse,” he said. “It is intimacy, a 
breakthrough to a new level of human 
experience, an entry into the Incarna- 
tion—which is God’s presence in human 
life,” he said. 


“Intimacy is-always an ongoing 
process,” DiDomizio said. “It is never 
‘completed. It is a‘ struggle—a healing, 
saving struggle.” 


He said that intimacy is a journey for 
every adult, just as growth in faith is a 
journey. 


Some of the major characteristics of 
intimacy are conflict and reconciliation, 
welcoming and hospitality and spiritual 
poverty, DiDomizio said. 


HE DESCRIBED spiritual poverty as the 
realization of a person’s own selfishness. 
“My worth as a human being comes when! 
am loved by someone despite my selfish- 
ness,” he said. 


Michael Warren, professor of theology at 
St. John’s University in New York, said the 
belief held by many Catholics that any 
kind of physical contact between two 
adults who are not married to one another 
is sinful is not correct. 


“THE TEACHING of the church on 
sexuality has been traditionally formed by 
celibate males,” Warren said. ‘‘We 
theologians know very little about the 
sexuality of normal Christian adults, but 
we need to in order to develop a theology 
that addresses the needs of people today.” 


One seminar participant said that the 
church has alienated many young adults 
because of this theological deficiency: 


George Tway, a single adult involved in 
mimstry to» young “adults:.in the Boise, 
Idaho, diocese, said, “Christianity is too 
important to throw away because an 
individual has made a mistake involving 
sex. We have to learn how to be a forgiving 
and welcoming church for these people.”

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To records of San Diego diocese 


She brings new order from old

SAN DIEGO—When the new diocesan archivist reported 


for work last October, she had not yet seen the vault where 
the records of the San Diego diocese are stored. 


“They had told me it was a mess, and it was,” said Sister 
Catherine Louise, a member of the Sisters of St. Joseph of 
Carondelet and the first full-time archivist for the diocese. 
“It was piled high with file boxes. Nothing was organized. 


“THE RECORDS that came here from the Los Angeles 
diocese back in 1936 were still in the same boxes in which 
they had’ been delivered,” she said. 


Sister Catherine’s first job was to make an inventory. She 
spent the last week of October and all of November in the 
vault, located in the basement of the diocesan office 
building on the University of San Diego campus. 


“| decided to start with the first file and work my way 
around the room,” she said. “For the next five weeks the 
only time came out of there was for a breath of air or to see 
if it was raining.” 


DURING THOSE FIVE weeks Sister Catherine met on 
paper many famous people from the past. 


“It was fascinating,” she said. “All of Bishop Charles 
Buddy's papers are.there, and he wrote to everybody inthe 
country.” 


Sister Catherine said the correspondence of the first San 
Diego bishop included letters to and from then-Vice 
President Richard Nixon, J. Edgar Hoover, who was 
director of the Federal Bureau of Investigation, former 
California Governors Goodwin Knight, Pat Brown and 
Ronald Reagan, and many other well-known people. 


“As | read the letters | was able to see the strand of 
friendship develop,” Sister Catherine said: “The early 
letters were polite and business-like, then gradually the 


letters grew warm and friendly.” 


ALSO IN THE VAULT are a letter signed by Father 
Junipero Serra, the Franciscan priest who founded 
Mission San Diego de Alcala in 1769, a deed signed by 
Abraham Lincoln, all of Bishop Buddy's sermons and 
personal papers and former San Diego Bishop Francis 
Furey’s complete file on the Second Vatican Council. 


The vault also contains diocesan financial, legal, 
parochial school, institutional and CCD files and the 
records of parishes and deceased priests. 


Sister Catherine, who entered the Sisters of St. Joseph 
nearly 44 years ago, was teaching Latin at St. Mary's 
Academy, a girls’ high school in Inglewood, when she was 
offered the position as San Diego's diocesan archivist. 


“THEY TOLD ME | was just right for the job because I’m 
an organizer,” Sister Catherine said. “Il also have an 
appreciation for old historical stuff.” 


Sister Catherine spent her first three and a half months 
here working solely in the vault. Since then she has 
acquired an office and another title. 

“I’ve been appointed diocesan statistician,” she said. “I 
work on any reports that involve numbers. | just finished 
one that went to the Vatican.” 

Now that she has a working knowledge of what is in the 
vault, Sister Catherine has two new tasks at hand. 


“| HAVE TO START a card catalog,” she said, “so people 
will be able to come here and do research, and Bishop 
Maher asked me to start compiling a history of the diocese.” 


Apparently, Sister Catherine has not found the - 


adjustment from teacher to archivist difficult. 


“This job is so challenging, so fascinating that | haven't 
had achanceto miss teaching,’’she said. “After all, |’m still 
working with people, and even if | can’t see them, | canstill 
get to know them very well.” : ;

Dee”) used the coffin with David Imlay 
“resting” inside to help workshop 
participants focus on the reality of death 
and how to be ready when it comes. 


ABOUT 400 young people from the 10 
parishes in the South Bay Deanery 
attended the day at Marian High School. 
They participated in 25 workshops 
ranging from “| Wouldn’t Be Caught Dead” 
to “Susie’s Pregnant! What Now?” 


Sister Barbara Welliver, director of the 
diocesan Unwed Mother Program, told the 
youth in her workshop about the decisions 
an unwed mother must face and the 
services available to her. 


“Giving the baby up for adoption is hard, 
but raising the child is even harder” she 


said. “It is an 18-year commitment at the 
minimum.” 


_ SAN DIEGO Charger lineman Billy 
Shields, speaking to all the youth, said he 
plays football, and in fact, lives his whole 
life “for the honor and glory of God,” and 
therefore, when he loses he still wins. 

He said he sees Christ in all the players 
and in everything that happens to him.

Precautions now the rule when church doors are open

Catholic churches may be sacred 
places of worship for the faithful, but for 
the burglar and vandal the House of God is 
no longer sacrosanct. 


Many churches’ doors once remained 
opened all day for prayer at any time 
anyone felt the need or desire. 


But when church furnishings— 
practically worthless for converting into 
quick cash, but expensive to replace— 
started vanishing, church doors through- 
out the country started closing. 


PRECAUTIONS ARE now the rule when 
the church doors are open. 


Grills or mesh cover many stained-glass 
windows and burglar. bars cover the 
windows of some rectories: Many parish 
offices keep their doors locked at all times, 
making visitors identify themselves before 
entering. 

Women carry their purses when they go 
forward to receive communion. Too many 
unguarded purses have been snatched 
from the pews. 


ONE SOURCE reported an attractively 
designed rectory in the Palm Springs area 


that “looks like a prison” because of — 


the bars on the windows. It also is 


equipped with a burglar alarm, and a 
Doberman pinscher in the back yard 
wards off would-be intruders. 

In the San Bernardino and San Diego 
dioceses, parishes and Catholic schools 
have reported more than 20 burglaries or 
incidents of vandalism since the start of 
the year, causing losses worth more than 
$10,700. 

One parish was hit twice in six-months. 
Stolen items and property damage totaled 
more than $2,000 from each incident. ~ 


“IN ALMOST every case, a break-in is 
involved, with doors and windows broken 


for entry,” said Ron Hinkle, representative - 


of the Catholic Mutual Relief Society of 
America for the two dioceses. 
Thefts and vandalism pose the biggest 
problem to parish facilities, he added. 
But the increased crime against 
churches has not brought any. significant 


increases to parish insurance premiums, 


Hinkle said. : 

For security reasons, this article will cite 
only a few details. Too much exposure 
could give ideas or encouragement to 
those who rob. 


SECURITY IS of special concern to 
churches of all denominations, especially 
in the downtown area. 

St. Joseph Cathedral recently had a

The pope speaks 


Fasting, the traditional abstinence from food and 
drink, has as a goal to introduce into the existence 
of man not only necessary balance, but also 
detachment from what could be defined as the 
“consumer attitude.” 


This attitude has at the present time become 
characteristic of civilization, particularly Western 
civilization. 

Man oriented toward material goods, multiplies 
material goods, very often abuses them. It is not a 
matter here only of food and drink. When man is 
oriented exclusively toward the possession and use 
of material goods, that is of things, then also the 
whole civilization is measured according to the 
quantity and quality of things which it is capable of 
providing to man, and it is not measured with 
the measure adequate to man. 


This civilization in fact provides material goods 
not only because they enable man to carry out 
creative and useful activities, but always more to 
satisfy the senses, the excitation that comes from 
them, momentary pleasure, an ever greater 
multiplicity of sensations. 


Man, therefore, must abstain not only from food 
and drink but from other means of consumption, 
stimulation, sensory satisfaction. Fasting means to 
abstain, to renounce something. 

It is necessary to renounce something, to deprive 
ourselves. Man is himself because he succeeds in 
depriving himself of something, because he ‘is 
capable of saying ‘‘no” to himself. 

Renunciation of sensations, of stimuli, of 
pleasures and even of food and drink, is not an end 
in itself. It must, so. to speak, level the way for 
deeper contents on which the interior man “is 
nourished.” Such renunciation, such mortification 
must serve to create in man the conditions for 
being able to live higher values, for which he, in his 
way, ‘hungers.’”—To a general audience. 


Human rights 
Pope Pius XII ceaselessly urged Catholics to

Church teaching makes it clear that the human 
person can never be sacrificed to any national or 
international political interest. 


And the church, you know, conceives this task in

salvation of man, redeemed by Christ, as | have just 
set forth in my first encyclical “Redemptor 
Hominis.” 

Work for human rights must bring about greater 
unity among all men of good will.—To the board of 
directors of the International Institute forthe Rights 
of Man. 


True freedom 
The true liberation of man in Christ is also 


liberation from the appearances of freedom, which.

There had been a change in 
focus but many of the previous habits 
persist. Many of us who deplore the 
past legalism seem happily unaware 
that we are fast assuming and sub- 
mitting to new legalism. But because 
of our zeal for change and because 
the new rubrics are more attuned to 
our present attitudes, we do not 
recognize any danger. 


There were “errors” of theological 
emphasis before; there will be 
“errors” of theological emphasis 
today and in the future. The churchis, 
after all, composed’ of men and 
women who are fallible, usually 
subjective, often biased, almost

Without faith Jesus cannot be understood 


By Father John J. Castelot 


Each account of Jesus’ feeding the crowds 
(Mark 6:31-44; 8:1-9) is followed by a series of 
parallel events: recrossing the lake, landing, 
controversy with Pharisees, dialogue about 
bread, miracle of healing. This is an obviously 
artificial, studied structure designed to 
further Mark’s theological purposes. 


The confusion and misunderstanding 
which follow each feeding lead up to the 
opening of a man’s ears in one case and of a 
man’s eyes in the other. This fits nicely into 
the evangelist’s overall theme: Without faith 
Jesus cannot be understood, even by those 
who physically witness his miracles, even if, 
like the disciples, they are well-disposed. 


IN THE LONG run, the latter are as 


uncomprehending as those who goad him 
into controversy. Only God can open their 
ears and eyes and, as it turns out, this was to 
happen only when “the Son of Man had risen 
from the dead” (Mark 9:9). 


This helplessness of theirs is suggested by 
the fact that the deaf-mute (Mark 7:31-37) 
contributes nothing to his cure, not even a 
necessarily unspoken gesture of appeal. He is 
inert, pitiably passive. “Some people” bring 


means arranged by him t 
_then we find that our great trou 


him to Jesus; Jesus relieves him of his 
infirmity, orders the crowd (not the man) to 
say nothing, and it is they who respond to the 
miracle. 


The man himself in no way expresses faith 
in Jesus’ power to cure him. But then, how 
could he have heard of him? As Paul tells us, 
“Faith comes through hearing’ (Romans 
10:17). 


IN THE CONTEXT of Mark, the man’s 
physical deafness dramatizes the spiritual 
deafness of his contemporaries. Unless they, 
too, are cured of their impairment, they will 


- likewise be unable to believe. And unless their _ 


concomitant inability to speak is rectified, 
they will be unable to communicate the good 
news to others. 


Jesus took the man off by himself, a pattern 
in many of the cures in the first part of Mark. 
He put his fingers into the man’s ears and, 
spitting, touched his tongue. Then he looked 
up to heaven and emitted a groan. He said to 
him, “Ephphatha!” (that is, “Be opened!”). 

All of this is rather strange for one who can 
cure by a simple word or even from a 
distance. It smacks of the techniques com- 
mon among so-called wonder-workers in the

pagan world. But it may be that, since Jesus 
was in fact in pagan territory, the district of 
the 10 Cities, he was accommodating his 
technique to their culture. 


THE TOUCHING, the use of-saliva, the 


groaning, all of these are attested in the 
'’ popular literature of the time. Mark, by the 


way, was So anxious to have Jesus in gentile 
surroundings that he brought him by a 
fantastic itinerary from Tyre, where the pre- 
ceding incident had taken place (Mark 7:31). 


However, it may also be that Christians in 
Mark’s day actually exercised their charis- 
matic ministry of healing in this fashion. The 


fact that. he has preserved the precise 
Aramaic term used by Jesus (Ephphatha) 


suggests that it had been retained in the 
tradition for use in comparable situations. 
And the procedure illustrated the efficacy 
of the sacramental system, in which words 
and gestures produce their effects as visible 
channels of the power of the risen Lord. 


AT ANY RATE, “at once the man’s ears 
were opened; he was freed from the 
impediment, and began to speak plainly” 
(Mark 7:35). Again, as is so common in Mark, 
Jesus enjoins them strictly not to tell anyone 
(Mark’s “messianic secret”) but, as usual, 


they disregard the order and proclaim it all the 
more loudly. 


“Their amazement went beyond all 
bounds: ‘He has done everything well! He 
makes the deaf hear and the mute speak!” 
(Mark 7:37). : 


The words in which their reaction is cast 
are an allusion to Isaiah 35:36, where the 
giving of sight to the blind, hearing to the deaf 
and the power of speech to the dumb are used 


_as figurative signs for the blessings of the 


messianic age. It is thus that Mark points out 
the significance: of the event: in-Jesus the 
reign of God has entered human history. 


BUT MARK has placed the incident inthis 
particular context to illustrate the point he is 


-stressing throughout this section: Even the 


clearest indications of the role of Jesus in the 
divine plan go unperceived in their true 
significance. 


Only the power which he would wield as the 
risen Lord will enable the blind really to see, 
the deaf really to hear, and the dumb to 
proclaim the good news. Mark’s readers were 
benefitting from that power, as are we, but 
they too ran the risk of missing the point and 
had to be alerted to the danger—as do we. 


Can I really learn to like myself?

From time to time, most of us experience 
feelings of dissatisfaction with ourselves. We 
don’t like the way we behave and often that 
feeling stems from a very real knowledge that 
we are capable of behaving better. 


Worse yet, which of us hasn’t known a 
person who actually disliked us? In our most 
vulnerable moments such a person can seem 
to steal our sense of well-being. We-wonder if 
something “is wrong with us. A seed of 
insecurity is either planted or fed. 


‘WHEN THESE negative experiences 
happen only occasionally, we usually can set 
them aside. The wholeness of our person- 
hood isn’t threatened by temporary emo- 
tional ups and downs. 


But if we habitually dislike ourselves, feel 
inadequate and live in lonely separation from 
others, we must take the matter seriously, for 
we’re overlooking unique gifts which exist 
within each one of us. 


Haven’t we ever disliked someone upon 
first meeting and then, with longer acquaint- 
ances, come to appreciate them in a new 
way? Perhaps our dislike of ourselves results 
from a rather superficial acquaintance with 
who we really are. 5 


TO KNOW OURSELVES requires 
respectful attention. We need to look into our 
depths, not be afraid to see the deficiencies 
and frailties, the strenghts and the talents, the 
failures and the triumphs that make us 
human. And then, we need to have com- 
passion. 


Compassion is not a quality reserved only 
to give othérs. That same compassion exists 
as well for ourselves. Before we can love and 
forgive others, we must first have learned to 
love and forgive ourselves. Before we can 
appreciate strengths, talents and virtues in 
others, we must have learned to appreciate 


our own strengths, talents and virtues. 


When we make mistakes, quite often they 
have a funny side. Laughing at oneself can 


take the edge off. Laughter is reconciling, 
healing. : 


AND WHEN WE have done something 
we find difficult to forgive ourselves for, we 
should remember that God has told us over 
and over again that his forgiveness awaits us. 
We have only toask. If God can forgive us our 
most serious transgressions, surely we can 
forgive ourselves. 


We should constantly reach for perfection, 
but we should realize that we will be reaching 
throughout life. And each of life’s exper- 
iences, whether our choices have been-sright 
or wrong, will have taught us something. The 
key we should look for within ourselves is: 


‘Was I trying to make the right choice 


according to the Christian principles I hold? 


When things go wrong, ‘for whatever 
reason, we must be able to stand up again, 
console ourselves with the realization that 
with God’s help, we will be able to take 
forward steps. In the goodness that is within 
us, God exists. He has, after all, made us in his 
own image and likeness. 


WE ARE WORTHY to be loved because 
our Creator loves us. In the words of the 
psalmist, “It was you who created my inmost 
self, and put me together in my mother’s 
womb. You know me through and through.” 


St. Paul assures us, “This is what love is; it 
is not that we have loved God, but that he 
loved us.” He who made us and knows us 
best, loves us. 


With such realizations we can begin to 
change our habits of self-deprecation. We can 
choose to express the best in ourselves and 
learn not to be ashamed of the small gifts we 
offer. A simple willingness to smile may seem 
a priceless gift when shared with someone 
who is lonely. eee 


WE CAN LOOK for good responses 
from others and turn aside hurtful attitudes. 
We will find we are liked because we like; and 
loved because we love. 


And finally, our longing for perfection will 
be satisfied when, at the end oflife’s journey, 
we behold the Lord who is love beyond 
anything we can possibly imagine. 
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Lay spiritual leadership may be mark of century

Vatican Council II is a call to spiritual 
renewal of the whole people of God. In the 
wake of the council the Holy Spirit inspires 
many lay people to a new interest in the life of 
the spirit. 

The attempts, however, to live a spiritual 
life without insight into its foundations can be 
dangerous. The disaster of the Jonestown 
spirituality teaches us where unwise spiritual 
formation can lead. 


THE MORE widespread the interest in 
spiritual formation, the more urgent is our 
need for experts who see the danger this 
interest entails. We shall never have enough 
experts, especially now that the council called 
the people of God as a whole to grow to 
holiness. 


In view of the need for experts the Holy 
Spirit seems increasingly to inspire lay 
persons to devote their life to prayerful 
reflection on the Catholic foundations of the 
spiritual life. In the history of spirituality we 
find men and women who. have been 
outstanding in spiritual wisdom and leader- 
ship, most of whom followed the religious life. 


Now the Holy Spirit may repeat the story 
also among the laity called in baptism to grow 
to the fullness of the spiritual life. 


ONE OF THE NEW spiritual leaders 
emerging from the laity is Dr. Susan Annette 
Muto. Not captive to any particular school of 
spirituality, she devotes her life to prayer- 
ful reflection on the basic spirituality of the 
church. 


Tireless research in the scriptures, church 
Fathers, Catholic doctrine and the spiritual 
masters forms the trustworthy basis of her 
teaching and writing. 


Holy. Providence prepared Muto well for 
this mission. He allowed her to become 
involved’ in studies that would later prove 
most helpful for her research in spirituality 
and the communication of its results. She did 
undergraduate work in communications and 
literature at Duquesne University, from 


which she was graduated with high honors. 


INTERESTED IN pursuing her studies in 
literature and especially in the literature of 
spirituality, she entered the University of 
Pittsburgh and soon afterwards was awarded 
her M.A. in English literature. She continued 
her studies in literature and spiritual reading, 


and in 1970 received her Ph.D. also from the 
University of Pittsburgh. : 


After a period of successful work as editor 
of the Jewish Chronicle of Pittsburgh, God 
directed her to the-spiritual movement at 
Duquesne University, which is called the 
Institute of Formative Spirituality. Within the 
institute she deepened her understanding of 
ascetical and mystical theology. 


Here again she was not satisfied with onlya 
seminary manual of this theology. She 
mastered the sources themselves from which 
these manuals are abstracted: the spiritual 
theology of the scriptures, the Fathers, the 
classic masters. 


SHE BECAME deeply involved in the | 


unique project of the faculty and doctoral 
students: the systematic, scholarly develop- 
ment of a new science, that of formative 
spirituality. 

Muto teaches courses in the art and 
discipline of meditative reflection and spiritual 
reading as preparation for and deepening of 
the life of prayer. She is now executive 
director of the institute and managing editor 
of its two journals, Studies In Formative 
Spirituality and Envoy. 


Like her lay colleagues in the institute, she 
does not consider herself first of all a 
professor, but a person called by God to fulfill 
with others a ministry in the church. Teaching 
spiritual formation is not a job but a ministry. 


THIS EXPLAINS her dedication and the 
dedication of her colleagues which goes far 
beyond the call of duty. This dedication is 
rewarded with an increasing influx of 
dedicated students, not only clergymen and 
religious but also lay people. 


Besides speaking engagements in almost all 
states and in many foreign countries, Muto is 
also a prolific author. One of her best known 
works, relevant to practical spiritual forma- 
tion, is called “A Practical Guide to Spiritual 
Reading.” 


Most recently she published, together with 
co-author, Father Adrian van Kaam, “Tell Me 
Who I Am: Questions and Answers on 
Christian Spirituality” and “Am I Living a 
Spiritual Life?” 


Spiritual masters continue to be found 
among us in the 20th century. But perhaps 
this century will be especially remembered for 
those lay people who will have helped others 
to realize the fullness of the spiritual life.

God to work. The quality of quiet alertness . 


developed from carefully tuning ourselves to 
the presence of God in our life enables us to 
be present where God is creating and 
redeeming from moment to moment. 


IF WE CAN STAND at the spring where 
the creative power of God flows from the 
heart of the heavenly Father into.our human 


_ endeavors we can become successful in all 


that we do, “Please, Yahweh, please give us 
prosperity.” (Psalms 118:25) 

Our movies, television, novels, etc., all 
feature violence as the capacity to impose 


. one’s will on another, as the key to success. 


The scriptures, in opposition to the creation 
myths current in early Israelite history and 
the modern cult of violence, view God as the 
creating Father unfolding his plan for the 
cosmos in supreme peace.

The early pagan creation myths viewed 


- creation as the. result of violent conflict 


between the gods. The God of the Bible, 
however, goes about -his work in majestic 
tranquility. : 

YAHWEH CREATES his children in 
love: “Yes, you love all that exists, you hold 
nothing of what you have made in abhor- 
rence.” (Wisdom 11:25) Jesus reveals our 


Creator as Father: “‘That is why I am telling 


you not to worry about your life. Your Father 


well knows you need them. No; set your 
hearts on his kingdom, and these other things 
will be given you as well.’” (Luke 12:22, 30, 31) 


Since Jesus has revealed our Creator as a 
loving Father we can live in tranquility, 
because tranquility comes from trust. It is not 
difficult to trust a father whom we know to be 
good and loving. 


Tranquility is the harmonious ordering of 
the parts of something in relation to the over- 
all good of. the. whole. From this peaceful 
balancing of the parts to the whole comes 
success. In introducing God as Father the 
Bible teaches us to trust that he will bring all 
things together for good. 


“MAKE NO MISTAKE about this, my 
dear brothers: it is all that is good, everything 


that is perfect, which is given us from above; it 
comes down from the Father of all light; with 
him there is no such thingas alteration. By his 
own choice he made us his children by the 
message of the truth so that we should be a 
sort of first-fruits of all that he had created.” 
(James 1:16-18) 


Sitting in an attitude of adoration, praise 
and thanksgiving before God as Father brings 
us to a state of peace, since, from these at- 
titudes we learn quiet trust. Trust in turn pre- 
pares us to recognize the divine benevolence 
working through the events of our lives.

Talking Point—Return to quiet devotions 


Are retreats becoming more popular than ever? 


By Father Warren J. Rouse, OFM 


It looked like the end for retreat houses a decade 
ago. For that matter, it appeared that any number of 
things in the church—from private devotions to 
clerical celibacy— had been swamped in the wake of 
Vatican II. 


But healthy spiritual movements have a way of 
hunching over during a storm and surviving quite 
well even when wagging heads advise that the endis 
in sight. Not only have retreat houses ridden out the 
tide of change, but they have grown stronger and 


surer of themselves. 


AND WHILE THEY remain loyal toa venerable past 
they are continually adapting to the needs of the 
Christian community right here and now. 


Thus we can see several offshoots of the rétreat 
movement geared to specific needs: houses of 
affirmation, places of communal solitude and 
prayer, charismatic and Cursillo centers. 


Indeed, an index of a significant trend is that many 
retreat houses are now referred to as retreat centers 
or renewal centers. 


THIS IS THE CASE with Old Mission San Luis Rey 
Retreat, which is also known by the title “Franciscan 
Renewal Center.” 


When the college seminary closed in 1969, that 
portion of the Mission was refurbished, became a 
retreat center and was incorporated as a non-profit 
organization. During those struggling days it was the 
Worldwide Marriage Encounter that made the most 
use of the facilities. 


Particularly during the past several years 
possibilities of service to the community have been 
fulfilled and augmented. 


THE BASIC POLICY for accepting any group at our 
center is that the group’s objectives include the 
betterment of the human person and that its 
methods are not contrary to the general principles of 
Christianity. 


School districts, for example, are welcome to have 
seminars; workshops such as those conducted by 
Elisabeth Kubler-Ross on death and dying are felt to 
be most important; and, of course, any non-Roman 
Catholic church enjoys a standing invitation for 
prayer groups, retreats and inet tage enrichment 
programs. 


- Besides hosting overnight groups, retreat centers 
are ideal places for confirmation classes, regular 
study groups and days of recollection—all of which 
are definitely on the upswing. For these and events 
such as Search weekends, San Luis Rey is attractive 
because inclement weather is no obstacle. 


AN OLDTIME FEATURE—the Twilight Retreat — 


has had a remarkable comeback in recent times. At 


the Mission it is held on the third Thursday of each 
month without fail.. Adults and even young people 
come for dinner at 6:30. 


Afterwards two conferences or meditations, each 
lasting about 25 minutes, are givén by two priests. 
The evening concludes with exposition of the 
Blessed Sacrament in the chapel, the consecration 
to the Sacred Heart, and Benediction. 


Everyone has the assurance that the evening 
closes at 9 p.m. sharp and that they will be home in

BECAUSE THE CENTER had been a seminary, 
there are two oversize ball fields, tennis, handball 
and volleyball courts and an olympic-size pool. 


This is particularly convenient -for retreatants _ 


wishing a good deal of solitude and privacy. Tourists 
are not admitted within the retreat area. Moreover 
the sleeping area is designated as a “quiet area” with 
appropriate signs affixed as a reminder. Bathrooms 
and showers are dormitory style. 


Where the director feels the pressure isin the area 
of finances. While the centers may still have the 
policy of the retreatant leaving whatever donation 
he or she may feel able to give, this can be a 
dangerous practice regardless of the pious adage 
that “God will provide.” 


IN DETERMINING the amount of the “donation,” 
the center must be careful of pricing itself out of 
existence. It is bluntly faced with the situation that 
people will grudgingly accept inflation in all areas 
except that of religion. Or there is a mistaken 
understanding of the vow of pon which Francis- 
cans promise to observe. 


Recently, for example, a well- meaning priest 
berated the center for having the audacity to charge 
a fee for his “flock” of retreatants and asked the 
question: “Where is your vow of poverty? Franciscans 
should accept everyone without charge.” 


This is all very quaint, but the wholesalers and 
utility companies are not about to accept a “God will 
reward you” in lieu of payment. 


AND IT IS EXPENSIVE to maintain a retreat center. 
At San Luis Rey—as a typical example—the budget 
for 1979 is $138,000 just to stay open and to pay the 
bills. The amount seems theoretical but becomes 
quite practical with the realization that this breaks 
down to $410 each day of the year. 

To offset an increase in the suggested rates, then, 
a retreat center must cater to “volume business” and 
make better use of weekdays. No retreat center can 
survive if it is used only on weekends. : 

Nevertheless, the present is encouraging and abs 
future is, without doubt, promising. 


IT MIGHT BE generalized that, « after Vatican eee 


. Catholics had their fling with frantic activities and, 


often,.a lack of balance. The pendulum has definitely 
come back and we're settling down to the realization 
that the spiritual authors were quite correct in 
warning— —centuries ago—about the “heresy of good 
works.” 


There is 4 real hunger for prayer, for meditation, 
for a return to traditional devotions—in a word, for 
the experience of God which has its origin in, and is 
nourished by, times of quiet. 


For the serious Christian takes his or her cue from 
the Lord himself who always retired to a place of 
prayer after his healing ministry. The whole reason 
for retreat centers is to provide this opportunity.
